The color team bears a duplicate of the flag Washington’s headquarters
carried throughout the Revolutionary War.

Members of Company A also appear at different times in other historically
accurate uniforms once worn by Soldiers. The “tab actors” help to portray
to the public the contributions America's Army has made.
